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Gentlemen, 


1S in my judgment ufeful, but di- 
verting it is certainly, to read the 
Notes, Commentaries, and Emen- 
dations of the modern Critics upon 
the Claffic Authors. Dr. BEntTLLy 
is counted the moft fagacious of them 
all, and gives us the moft furprifing 
Corrections. He either finds, or 
makes fenfe wherever he comes. I ama great reader of 
his Horace and Terence; but I admire him mof in 
the latter: for I think he has made him clear in abun- 
dance of places where he was quite unintelligible before. 
If I had the government of the Doétor, I would put 
him upon publifhing P/autus before he leaves the world ; 
for Iiee by his Terence, and fome fine emendations he 
has given us there of P/autus by the bye, that no man 
is, perhaps never will be, able to do it fo well. He has 
promifed an edition of the Greek Teffament, and of Homer, 
and other Authors: but there’s not half fo much play for 
his Critical Genius in any of thofe books, as in P/autas. 
I with Bifhop H. had publifhed a P/autus, as he did Te- 
rence; for then Bentiey would have followed him, 
for the itch and pleafure of refuting and routing him. 
Dr. Bentigey, who underftands an Iambic verfe better 
than any man living, took it into his head to give us a 
new edition of Phearus at the end of his Terence. 
There he has made great and {urprifing alterations, mott 
of them upon conjecture; and ventured boldly to put 
them all in the text. He has undoubtedly very often 
made fenfe, where there was none before. For a proof 
of what I fay, Pil write down the fecond Pro/ogue to the 
Vth Book s which ‘he has alter’d in a moft extraordinary 
manner. It wili be an entertainment to thofe that have 
a tafte for fuch things. Many will think the Doétor’s 
conjectures probable, who at the fame time will not per- 
haps be well pleafed to fee them in the Text. I hhall 
give the Prologue firlt, as the Doétor has altered it ; and 


then asit ftood before, fubjoining the Doétor’s Note in 
Englifh.

Seve 
ral {cholars have tried to Wipe it clean, but not one of 
them has done any thing to it, that has pleafed any bo- 
dy, not even himfelf. (That’s ftrange !) But 1, upon 
rolling the fenfe of the Author in my thoughts, not mind- 
ing at all the ftrokes of the letters, have, I think, ftum- 
bled upon the very truth; whether by chance, or my 
own fagacity, I can’t fay. The meaning of the Author 
being found out, the right words prefented naturally of 
themfelves. I put them in their places again thus :

The Bifhop feldom allows the Doétor to be 
in the right: but the paffion and rage he exprefles againit 
him, for thewing, I fuppofe, that his Terence is good for 
nothing, is very extraordinary. The Bifhop fays, that 
BenTLeY knows nothing but Trimeters and Tetrameters 5 
that he is an Jgnoramus in Antiquity, Theology, the 
Holy Scriptures, and all Science. I have heard indeed 
folks fay, that the Doétor was proud, conceited, tyran- 
nical ; but never that he wasa blockhead. Bentiey a 
blockhead ! That difcovery was referved for the man 
that could write a large book againit Bifhop Hoapty 
with nothing in it.

Let what will become of Dr. BentLeY’s Emendations 
of Phadrus, I am fure the Bifhop makes fad work him- 
felf. I could eafily fhew this in many inftances ; but my 
Letter being perhaps already too long, I fhall add but 
one. 

The Bifhop goes out of his way to find faule with an 
Emendation of the Doétor’s in Horace, Serm. Lid. IL. 3. 
where the Poet brings in the Fable of the Frog and Ox.

1. If all the lands in Great Britain and Ireland were 
turned into fheep-walks, it wou'd not fupply a fufficient 
number of skins for the fervice ; but we mult be obliged 
to import great quantities of parchment from abroad. 

2. If all our lands were thus taken up in. feeding theepj 
we could have neither wheat nor barley of our own 
growth, but muft be beholden to Foreigners for every bit 
of bread or pudding we eat, and every drop of ale we 
drink : whereas now we are able to fupply other countries 
with corn, and by the exportation thereof, many a good 
moidore, Fobannes, &c is brought into the kingdom, to 
the great joy of the farmer, and thé ho fmall convenience 
of many an honeft country Gentleman, who now and then 
finds fupplies of this fort very feafonable, during his abode 
in this rich and populous City. 

3. We could have no beef at all of our own feeding; or fo

4. As the common people would be entirely deprived 
of beef, pudding and ale, all which are thought to bé 
great ftrengtheners of the body natural : not to mention 
the difcontent which might arife amongft the populace, 
one certain confequence would be the introducing a gene- 
ral debility into the breed of Englifhmen. Every body 
mutt fee, how detrimental this would be to all the labori- 
ous kinds of manufaéture : but what effect it might have 
upon the foldiery, if there fhould ever hereafter be any 
occafion for their fighting, I tremble to think.

their legs, will, for want of horfes to draw, and able chair- 
men to carry them abroad, be reduced to the melancholy 
neceflity of being confined at home, to the great difton- 
tent and uneafinefs of themfelves and their families.
